DR. LEACOCK 
RETURNS TO 
OLD McGILL 

Famous Lecturer and Humor- 
ist Happy to be Back. 

EXTENSIVE TRIP. 

Everywhere "McGill" is Held 
in High Honour and 
Esteem. 

Dr. Stephen Leaeock is back at Mc- 
GiM! This will be as welcome news to 
McGill as it seems to be a happy far? 
to Dr. Leaeock. For many months the 
famous humorist has been away in 
Great Britain lecturing on subjects se- 
rious and frivolous. Now he has return- 
ed to McGill, and is delighted to be back. 
Here he proposes to stay he says till h« 
dies and is buried on the campus, unless 
the Governors have more Immediate uses 
for the ground 

Dr. I.eacock's tour expended over al! 
Grcit Britain from Hampshire to 
Aberdeen and from Wales to Ipswich. 
Most of the time he appeared as a pro. 
fessir.nal humorist— a melancholy trade, 
he claims. However, he also had the 
privilege of speaking at all the great uni- 
versities on subjects connected with pol- 
itical economy and education, and every- 
where was received royally. He visited 
the Universities of London, Birmingham 
Leeds, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and many 
-ith:r centres. At Oxford met loh'i 
Farthing, McCnll. Reford and a goodly 
number of other McGill men. 

Everywhere Dr. Leaeock .found the 
name of McGill held in high esteem, 
llwiuarh very frequently they had the no- 
tion that McGill is in Toroivo. "Of 
course that may be taken merely to 
mean that McGill so overshadows and 
absorbs Toronto that is thought to be 
part of the university," added the pro- 
fessor. 

Dr. Leaeock lias been delighted to 
find everything so flourishing about the 
university and specially to find his old 
friend, D*. Gordon Lang at the head of 
the Arts Faculty. The two men graduat- 
ed together ait the University of Toronto 
thirty-one years ago, Dr. Lang graduat- 
ing exactly one minute before Dr. Lea- 
cock through a mere accident of the al- 
phabet. 

Tn spite of the many calls upon his 
attention and time and a series of in- 
terviews Dr. Leaeock rayed a moment 
and a special message Mr McGill.— 

"1 don*; want to say a word in de- 
traction of the great English Univer- 
sities — I admire them just as much as 
anybody docs -but the more T reflect on 
the big things we have here and the 
fine opportunities that are before us. 
if we only make the most of ".hem. the 
more 1 am convinced that the English 
Universities have nothing on Old Mc- 
Gill.''

Tn what was perhaps the fastest ama- 
teur galme •witnessed on local ice this 
season, the senior hockey team, matt 
eriaMy weakened by the absence of 
"Flin"' Flanagan from the line-up, and 
playing with only three of last year's 
squad seemed unable to h3t is stride and 
gave way to the more experienced U of 
M. sextette by the narrow margin of a 
single goal. At no time during the fray 
was it possible to pick the winner and 
the result hung in the air until the. final 
', r ong, the score was tied on two occa- 
sions, and it looked dangerous for the 
frenchmen during the closing ten mi- 
nutes of play, when the puck was con- 
tinually kept in front of their goal. Only 
the spectacular performance of Latreille 
in withstanding the rapid bombardment 
of shots prevented the McGill team from 
'aking the lead. 

Berth teams started out at a terrific 
clip from the initial face-off and it 
seemed that they would be unable to 
maintain the fast pace. No let up was 
apparent, however, and in fact the play 
crs seemed to pick un in speed as 'the 
game progressed. Tn the final minutes of 
play the pace began to tell and the men 
seemed M be playim; on their nervo 
alone. "Boo" Anderson, who showed 
great bursts of speed and was one of 
the hardest working men on the ice 
played without a substitute for ihvo per 
iods, when he .retired for a single mi- 
nute's rest.

The facilities for doing so in buildings connected 
with the college have been for a number of years 'hopelessly inade- 
quate, and many of the students are scattrcd around in rooming 
houses in varying proximity to the campus. This condition of 
affairs is surely not conducive to the development of a warmly 
enthusiastic student body acting as a man in support of all col- 
lege endeavour. The unifying force is lacking, and the men on 
whom a college .bases its greatest support — the out of town men— 
cannot possess anywhere near the maximum amount of spirit. 

But, under such unfavourable circumstances, McGill has suc- 
ceeded in engendering a college spirit, which has shown its living 
force conclusively; what glorious possibilities, then, lie in the fu- 
ture with the long-standing vision of dormitories at McGill form- 
ing now into a concrete fact soon to be realized.

Like Gaul, all salesmanship is di- 
vided into three parts: Knowledge, 
ability and personality, and which is 
the greatest of these it is difficult to 
say. Sometimes I think it is know- 
ledge; again something arises out of 
my experience which makes me be- 
lieve it is ability; and then again I 
recall cases where orders have been 
obtained by sheer force of personal- 
ity; but finally the conclusion is ir- 
resistible that all three are equally 
important and equally indispensable. 
Let us consider what wc mean by 
these three terms, knowledge, ability, 
and personality, by specifying for an 
individual salesman the equipment he 
should have. 

By way of knowledge a salesman 
should know thoroughly the goods 
which he is selling, how they are 
manufactured, their use. and applica 
tions, and the requirements of the 
users. A thorough knowledge of the 
industry in which he is working is 
important. Along with this, the sales- 
man should know the territory in 
which he works, its industries and 
characteristics. The possibilities of 
his territory, such as the line of cus- 
tomers in his care and the consump- 
tion of goods which he sells have to 
be accurately known in order that a 
salesman can do efficient business. 
Last, but not least, he should know 
people, plenty of them, and know 
them well. 

Intelligence is the first thing nee 
cssary for a salesman. This docs not 
depend only on education, as many 
leanncd men arc stupid, but depends 
argely on the nature of the individ 
ual. Common sense and a well-bal- 
anced mind are necessary to every 
one, but especially so to a salesman 
if he is to succeed. Not only this, 
but he must be resourceful. Sur 
prises will occur, and new situations 
arise that have to be met that will 
wreck any previous plans, and if the 
man has not the proper amount of 
resourcefulness or initiative, he can 
not do his work properly. Any 
salesman, like any business man, must 
know how to take chances, and must 
have the nerve 1 : to venture or take 
some risk?. Of course, there is 
limit to this sort of thing, but the 
right amount, and knowing when to 
stop, is a valuable thing. 

Power* of expression, that is, being 
able to talk well and say things in 
words suitable to the occasion and 
audience is a quality of great value 
to the salesman. The main thing is 
to be able to get across to his hearer 
or hearers the ideas that must be con- 
veyed in order to make his point and 
persuade the customer to buy. Nat 
urally he will have to vary his style, 
not using the same words for the me- 
chanic in a repair shop that he would 
use for the chief engineer of a big 
industrial establishment. Along with 
this, tact, which of course is essen- 
tial for everybody who has to get 
along with people, is what a salesman 
must, of all things, know how to use 

A salesman ought to be able to co 
ordinate; that is, he should be able to 
discharge his various functions with 
out interference or neglect. This 
calls for a certain amount of system 
at least sufficient to keep' things 
cleared up. On the other hand, ex 
pcrience has shown that salesmen 
who are too systematic arc not the 
best business getters. It seems that 
the mind which is too much absorbed 
with system and method seldom has 
the ability to discriminate as to the 
importance of various things and usu- 
ally lacks sense. On the contrary, 
the total absence of system is suici- 
dal for a salesman. It is estimated 
that the average salesman does not 
spend more than fifteen per cent, of 
his time in actual contact with his 
customers, the rest being taken up 
in travelling and waiting for an op- 
portunity to sec the buyer. Many 
successful men have lifted them- 
selves to higher positions by utiliz- 
ing this time for education and im- 
provement. Hours spent on the 
trains and in the waiting-rooms can 
well .be used in reading books and 
papers, but again a warning must be 
sounded against too much reading, 
for it has a tendency to make a man 
fail to exercise his powers of ob- 
servation and keeps him from mix- 
ing with others, thereby shutting off 
valuable sources of information that 
may be of use to him. Few sales- 
men realize the fact that some of 
their best work can be done in seek- 
ing new customers and new outlets 
for their goods. Too many, arc con- 
lent to say within the lines which 
they have already laid' down, and 
push hard along those prescribed 
lines. The best work he can . do is 
outside of the beaten paths, some- 
thing original. A salesman, as any 
other man, ought always to be able 
to p-lay as well as work, for it is in 
play, sometimes,- that wc make our 
best ifriends. |

Tt is built with two section* 
the lower seating 42.000 and the up 
ner, 21,000. The advantages of thr 
arrangement are that it will bring the 
top scats clo.'er to the playing field anf" 
will afford shelter for the scats in th*> 
'ower deck. The "U" shape of th> 
structure, leaving one end open, facil 
itatcs ventilation and permits "straight 
aways" for the track men. 

The football field has already bce<- 
sodtlcd and fenced off for protcctio- 
It will have a circumference ou more 
than one-third of a mile and will cove 
an area of 150,000 square feet. 

The University of Pennsylvania rcla 
team which will compete next Spriiv 
in the first intercollcgiait'c and intc 
scholastic relay races to be held in Fin- 
land may also meet a French team while 
abroad. Announcement was made tha' 
the athletic authorities of France arc 
endeavoring to arrange a race in Pari-- 
for the Red and Blue runners before 
their return. 

The Pennsylvania athkVcs plan to sai' 
for England March 20. They will re- 
turn a month later, arriving about ten 
days before the relay carnival at Frank- 
lin Field.

That a salesman have personality, 
be a wholly likeable person, is as re- 
quisite as any of the other qualities.

many sources, which acts not by the 
power of the will, but instinctively, as 
a mental impulse. 

This array of virtuous qualities 
would seem to be sufficient to de- 
scribe a perfect man for any line of 
work, and not merely for selling. As 
a matter of fact, this is peculiarly 
true, because no matter what a 
man's occupation, he never escapes the 
necessity of being a salesman. Even if 
he has nothing else to sell, at least 
he has his services to offer and dis 
pose of in the best market. There- 
fore, the set of specifications herein 
sst forth are by no means too elabor- 
ate for the case in hand.

PENN. TEAM WILL 
RUN !N ENGLAND 

- 4 

Accept Invitation to Compete 
in Relays. 

Graduate Manager Edward R. 
Bushncll, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, has received an official in- 
vitation from the Achilles Club of 
London to send a team of Red and 
Blue runners to the first intercollegi- 
ate relay carnival ever held in Eng- 
land. The letter, which was signed 
by B. G. D. Rudd, the Oxford lead- 
er, who holds the Olympic 400-meter 
championship, gave the track authori- 
ties the right to select their own dis- 
tances. 

It is believed that the University 
team will choose either a two or four 
mile race. The carnival is to be held 
on the Queen's Club grounds, just 
outside of London. The Achilles 
Club, which is composed of Oxford 
and Cambridge graduates, stated in 
its invitation that they hoped to even- 
tually make their relay meeting serve 
the purpose in England that the 
Pennsylvania games do in the United 
States. 

Monsieur Dclvart, who captained 
the French relay team last year, 
while in this country, has written a 
letter to Coach Robertson, inviting 
the Pennsylvania quartet to take part 
in the International Reunion. The 
French relays will be held in the Col- 
umbia Stadium near Paris on the 16th 
and 17th of April. The' Varsity run- 
ners will sail from New York in 
charge of Coach Lawson Robertson 
about March 22, and return to the 
United States in time for the relays 
at Franklin Field on April 29. If ar- 
rangements can be made for passage 
on a steamer leaving on the 17th the 
invitation of the University of Pafis 
will be accepted. However, the next 
boat departs on the 19th, arriving at 
Boston on the day before the relays. 
This would give the men only one day 
to rest before the two-day carnival. 
The track authorities are carrying on 
negotiations with the various steam- 
ship lines for passage so that the 
French invitation may also be ac- 
cepted. 

Twenty-eight 'Varsity candidates 
and seventeen Freshmen signed up 
yesterday in response to Çoach Rob- 
ertson's call for indoor, tra k men. In 
addition to a straightaway of fifty 
yards, and a banked track of eight 
laps to the mile, a wide space for 
weight men has been provided. 



TRACK AT CORNELL 



Ithaca, N. Y., Jan. 21. — An impetus 
to track and field sports at Cornell, 
especially in encouraging the old-time 
spirit which was a facuor in developing 
so many championship teams boi'orc the 
war, is seen here in the formation by 
varsity .'track letter men of Cornell 
track Association, to which all candi- 
dates for the team, whether letter men 
or not, arc to be eligible. The asso 
dation is being organized along the line- 
of the Cornell Cross-Country Club, 
which for many years has been an im- 
portant influence in cross-country run- 
ning. It will also serve to maintain 
alumni interest. Athletes now in col- 
lege will be kept in touch with track ac 
(tivities after they leave through mem 
bership in the association. Coach Jack 
Woaklcy is heartily in favor of the plan 
and has co-operated in promoting it. 

Cornell's track fortunes last year 
were at low ebb; in fact, not in twenty 
years did the Ithacans make such a poor 
showing in the intercollegiate champion- 
ships. A great drive is under way here 
to "bring track back." . ■ 

The best balanced indoor schedule in 
track history has just been announced 
including two indoor meets at Ithaca, a 
triangular meet and participation in 
the indoor intercollcgi.T'.cs Cornell will 
meet Pcnn State for tlic first time 'in 
indoor competition in the drill hall 
here on March 4. Or March 27, the 
Michigan track team will come to Ithaca 
for a return engagement, Cornell hav- 
ing gone West a year ago. The Ii'.hacans 
will meet Harvard and Dartmouth at 
Boston on Feb. 25 and they will send 
a big team to the intcrcol'legiatcs in 
New York on March 11. 

Thus four matches in which an entire 
team will compete have been arranged 
as against the policy pursued in the 
pasit of sending out but a few athletes 
and relay teams to various meets around 
the country. Faculty sentiment is in 
favor of such competitions rather than 
granting numerous leaves of absence to 
a small number of men. 

The new drill hall at Cornell, one of 
'he largest armories in the country, is 
equipped with a fine straigthaway fo- 
the 100-yard dash and a well-banked, 
springy track of eight laps to the mile. 
In the baseball cage close by the weight 
.events can be held with safety. Coach 
Moakley says that it is rhc sentiment 
of the Coaches' Association (that indoor 
meets should include the weight events 
and jumps. 

Although many candidates arc already 
engaged in track practice, the big turn- 
out will not occur until about the first 
of February. 

Rowing practice is going on daily wfch 
about 125 candidates for the varsity and 
freshman teams working on the ma- 
chines. Coach Hoyle will boat no

There is something about the terra 
"compulsory" that the average American 
heartily dislikes. It makes little differ- 
ence whether training or compulsory 
pleasure. 

Americans pride themselves on being 
an independent and untrammeled people. 
When forced to do anything they are 
apt ito take a very dilatory attitude, but 
when volunteers in a cause, they are 
capable of fighting with vim. Perhaps 
that is the reason that so far compulsory 
athletics have not proved a splendid 
success. Eastern colleges especially have 
of late been trying out various schemes 
whereby each student is required to re- 
port for tryouts on the various teams. 

The method has much to commend it 
as well as to condemn it. It would 
mean that the entire male attendance of 
he school would be drawn from for 
every sport. Athletes of real calibre 
wight easily be discovered among the 
list. By a process otf elimination the 
squads could be picked and the men 
started in training. And the system com- 
pels each man to train if he is desired 
for the squad. 

In every college of any size there are 
many football, baseball and basketball 
stars who never report for tryouts. 
Some of them are unaware of their abil- 
ity Others lack time or do not feel the 
vital urge of serving their school in an 
athletic way. 

Perhaps some others arc naturally «* 
ticent and need urging to make them re- 
port for training. At any rate where 
coinpulosry training has been tried they 
have found, that there is a wealth of 
hitherto unavailable material. 

Considering, however, the aversion of 
the average American to compulsion of 
any sort, it is doubtful ii athletes dis- 
covered in this way will make a winning 
team out of a mediocre one. Something 
besides numbers or material is necessary 
to athletic success. Without tliat ail- 
pervading urge of varsity spirit, with- 
out that determination to fight in the 
game, a winning team cannot be secured. 

More than one. game has been won on 
determination and nerve alone. Varsity 
spirit — which is winning spirit — is more 
often found in a team composed entire- 
ly of volunteers, men. who covet 1 lite 
college letter less than they do the ath- 
letic name of the school. 

Until the Eastern teams can put out 
better teams than they have of late years, 
we cannot believe that compulsory ath- 
letics is a wonderful success. For cer- 
tain it is that the Western schools havo^ 
been rapidly assuming athletic superior- 
ity in spite of their teams being com- 
posed of volunteer material.

In view of the fad: that there has been 
a wish among some of the Commece 
students 'for chairs in shipping and na- 
vigation ait McGill the following article 
which appeared in the New York Times 
should interest McGill men.' The same 
shipping conditions apply to Canada 
as to the United States and such a 
course would be a great help to our 
future navigators. 

The School of Foreign Service, the 
'latest addition to Georgetown Univer- 
sity, is the first higher educational in- 
stitution to give a complete training in 
Ithe business side of steamship operation, 
ashore and afloat. Older shipping men 
had no need for professional school or 
college training as they grew up from 
boys in shipping offices and wcrcgrad- 
ually put in positions of responsibility. 
Because of the growth of this country 
as a shippin nation, however, it was 
felt that the years of apprenrtccsliip 
must be reduced. 

Roy S. McEhvec, Dean of the school, 
in Schoo ILifc tells of organization 
of the new school and of its develop- 
ment. 

"The first difficulty that we encoun- 
tered was the lack of textbooks, and 
the dffort was made, through the Ship- 
ping Board, 'to bring out a scries of text- 
books covering the various phases of 
the steamship business," writes Dean 
McElwce, "Four of these volumes 
have appeared, the fifth is in press, and 
the sixth in preparation, at the end of 
two and a half years. 

"The publication of these books made 
it possible for an educational institution 
to put in a full course in the business of 
operating steamships for profit. There- 
fore the School of Foreign Service of- 
fers for 1921-22 the following list of 
subjects as an elective group for second 
or third year students: Steamship Of- 
fice Management, Wharf Management 
and Warehousing, Steamship Operation, 
Steamship Classification and Elements 
o!f Construction, Marine insurance, Ex- 
port Packing: and Ship Stowage, Ship- 
ping Legislation, Shipping Seminar. Ad- 
miralty Law, Railroad Law, Railroad 
Traffic and Rates. 

"The question of finding teachers for 
such courses is as difficult a? :that «'f 
finding authors to prepare the text in 
the beginning. The location of the schoo! 
in tfic cky of Washington, with the 
large personnel of the reorganised Ship- 
ping Board, and also the proximity of 
the pot* of Baltimore, with ils many 
steamship men, have gone far toward 
solving this problem. 

"The interesting combination is being 
worked out: that oil" supplying the stu- 
dents with the texitbooks written by men 
who can collect and compile data, but 
are not necessarily practical shippinpr 
men — on the contrary, they are mostly 
professors of transportation— and i'.hen 
engaging as lecturer a practical steam- 
ship man whose memories of his own 
experiences are set in operation by the 
suggestion he gets from the chapter in 
the lwok assigned for the coming les- 
son. In this manner, the students will re- 
ceive through their texts an orderly 
presentation of the subject matter, elu- 
cidated, by the personal, practical uxper- 
■C'"'TS of the instnnfw. 

"Through this combination o: prac- 
tical shipping man and orderly textbook, 
now that the texts are in hnnd, it is pos- 
sible to give a thorough-going profes- 
sional training in the derails of the 
various phases of steamship office and 
ship operation The professional train- 
ing for the steamship business is going 
though the same course of development 
as law and medicine a generation or 
more ago. and it is hoped that with the 
great need of .the country for men tho- 
roughly conversant with the best prac- 
tices in operating sfhips for profit, this 
new professional education will develop 
much more rapidly than even the schools 
of law, medicine or engineering. It is 
hoped also that the initial sl'eps taken by 
the School of Foreign Service to give 
this professional training will lead the 
way for other institutions located at 
strategic slapping crritres." •

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DR. LEACOCK UNDER 
CO EDS'S CRITICISM 

Girl at Michigan Criticises 
.. Article in Colliers. 



The folowing article of interest to 
McGill students was written by a co-cd 
at University of Michigan for nhe col 
lege Daily there. 

"We are teaching women all wrong 
i: the title of an article on the higher 
education of woman written by Ste 
phen Leacock for a recent issue of 
Collier's. He begins the article by 
staffing that he was not only educated 
in a co-educational institution but has 
taught in one for 20 years, hence only 
fools will attempt to deny his schol- 
arly conclusions. It it a question 
after reading the article whether he 
wrote it in the capacity of a teacher of 
economics or in the role of a hu- 
morist. 

"The fundamental trouble," he says, 
"is that men and women are different 
creatures with different minds, differ- 
ent aptitudes and different paths in 
life." Women, I think, would be the 
last to deny that they have different 
minds and aptitudes. That is hardly 
to be lamented. But as to the dif- 
ferent "pattlis hi life,"— there is a 
question. Unfortunately w.fmen must 
live in the same faulty political, eco- 
nomic and social system that men in- 
habit. In fact it begins to look as 
though it would be their task (to help 
clear up the tangle that a man-ruled 
world has succeeded in producing 
How, then, are -the paths in life differ- 
ent? Or is M r. Leacock's ideal woman 
a creature of dust-cloths and bread- 
pans whose horizon is bounded by the 
nursery and the kitchen. 

He cites die fact that in mathemat- 
ics and the sciences women have al- 
ways been outclassed, so he wishes "to 
dry their tears and take away the 
subject." Arguing from the other side 
wc might say tltat in the realm of fine 
arts, history and the languages the 
men are usually inferior, so let us 
"hush their swearing and permit them 
to omit these subjects" ' 

Mr. Leacock evidently believes that 
liigher education, so called, is not nec- 
essarily, a broad one. What women 
dislike, or that for which they have 
no "special aptitude," they should not 
he forced to study. That is easily 
mended. Make all subjects elcotive, 
with no requirements for graduation 
but hours. The principle applied to 
both sexes would have a peculiar re- 
sult. An educated man, one on speak- 
ing terms with the fourth dimension, 
could still live in absolute ignorance of 
the Queen's English. While all ed- 
ucated women would Iwve head "Colds 
and Their Treatment," and "How to 
Make a One-minute Cake." In other 
words the higher intellectual life is 
meant for the chosen few with the 
"special aptitude." Tt is the same at- 
titude of mind that has made Russia 
the great international power that she 
is, the same disregard for the aver- 
age. 

That present day education for wo- 
men is- inadequate, Mr. Leacock is con- 
vinced. He argues that in the major- 
ity of cases she marries and should have 
scptn her time on preparation for life 
as a wi.'e and mother. She would have 
had at least six months of nursing. Hut 
along die same line, how many boys are 
trained to be mode! husbands and fa- 
thers "by not giving them a course in 
practical carpentry, plumbing and atito- 
repair? . " 

Mr. Leacock is right The education 
of women is inadequate. \ But he has 



COLLEGE TRAINING 
AND JOURNALISM 

Advantages Discussed by Well 
Known Editor. 

The possibilities and attractions for 
college graduates in nhc fitiA of jour- 
naiism are limitless, according to John 
M Siddall, Editor of the American Ma- 
gazine. Mr. Siddall points out the ad- 
jutages that a college man possesses to 
give him a good start in this work, and 
at the same time he showed how great 
were (the responsibilities placed upon the 
beginner in journalism, and what he 
might look (for as a just reward for 
his efforts. 

The journalistic world, in Mr. Sid- 
dall's opinion, may be roughly divided 
into two parts, news paper work and 
magazine work. Few, if any. have 
ever stepped into magazine work, 
without first having gone through the 
excellent training thai: one receives as 
a reporter for a newspaper. Work on 
a newspaper develops the sense of re- 
sponsibility and increases the powers 
of perception, qualities greatly needed 
in magazine work A college man, 
though having many advantages over 
a non-college man, is scarcely ready 
for magazine writing. His contact 
with the world has been too Mmi/ted. 

For news paper work, however, the 
college man is well armed. His train- 
ed mind is a great issct. All the 
knowledge he has acquired in college 
will come in handy sooner or later. 
He has become accustomed through 
studies and attendance at lectures to 
grasp the main points and diregard «lie 
unimportant. This is an especially im- 
portant acquirement for a reporter. 

Power of concentration is another 
big advantage that the college man 
has developed. It is impossible to 
get :.hrough a coîlcgc career without 
developing this power, at least to 
some extent, and no better outlet for its 
use could be found than the field of 
journalism. Finally, Mr. Siddall pointed 
out tltat the college man's ahiB'.y to cry- 
stallize his ideas is an important asset. 
This combined with the others, give-:, 
gives a good start on the read to suc- 
cess in journalism. 

"However," said Mr. SiddaM, "it is 
futile to hope to make a success in 
:his 'line, unless you have a natural de- 
sire to read and assimilate, and an inch' 
nation to communicate your knowledge, 
acquired through reading and observa- 
tion, to ether peonle. A journalist mu.it 
have a highly developed sense of cur- 
iosity, and a temperament capable ,f 
great enthusiasm. These two qualities 
when rombined give to the young jour- 
nalist the ability to ferret out news, 
that would not always be evident to the 
average layman, and to make of this, 
however inrignificant it might be, a 
story of interest to the public." 

Pecuniary Return Not Groat. 

Mr. Siddall, commencing on the en- 
trance of college graduates into jour- 
nalism said: "Upon his first entrance 
into the newspaper office, tlic 'cub' re 
porter cannot but be forcibly impress 
cd with the responsibilities of his 
duties. Although his writing is check- 
ed up by the otty editor, the accuracy 
of his statements cannot he verified 
as a rule, and hence, tlic reporter's 
word must be counted on absolutely. 
An inaccurate statement would not 
only cause trouble 'for the erring re- 
porter, but it might even .nvolve the 
whole paper in a libel suit or injure its 
reputation and standing. 

'The very existence of the news- 
paper is dependent upon tho reporter. 
No business or vocation of any sort 
places so heavy a burden or responsi- 
bility upon the shoulders of the begin- 
ner." In reference to the pecuniary 
return from newspaper work, Mr. Sid- 
dall said that the beginner in ths: line 
is likely to draw a bigger salary than 
someone taking; up a financial career, 
for instance. At the end of Iteii years 
the payroll. This fact however, does 
the financier is likely to 'be ahead on 
not prove that journalism is a work 
without possibilities, but it simply shows 
that the man entering upon this work 
must be prepared for a rather slow 
climb. Even on reaching the top, the 
pecuniary return is not overwhelmingly 
great. 

"It is," said Mr. Siddall, ."nd: so 
much the monetary rewards that arc 
the return for labor in this field, but it 
is the pleasure of contact with people, 
the vast opportunity of gaining an 
insight into human nature, and the 
study of prominent men, that is so 
gratifying." 

When asked what he thought were 
the studies best fitted for preparing a 
man for journalism, Mr. Siddall re- 
plied: "A newspaperman's mind 
should be filled with facts derived 
from a diversity of sources. No one 
course at college is better than another 
:or tills field. Take i shot at everything 
The more diversified the knowledge ac- 
quired, the better. Simply bear in mind 
that from whatever you hear, you must 
sift out the best, and store it away. 
Journalism will f ind a use for it. No 
particle of your ifund of information 
will be wasted."
